Senator's farewell speech to his staff. last 
Saturday marks the.end of a distinguished 
chapter in modern journalism. “In his 
hands the Corriere, which is published at 
Milan, became not only the greatest news- 
paper in Italy, but one of the greatest 
newspapers in the world. Hs- political 
influence was enormous, and was thrown 
consistently on the side of a reasoned 
Liberalism. In 1914 it was virtually alone

Housing in Dublin. 


The Dublin City Commissioners’ decision 
to extend their system of grants for the 
building of houses will be welcomed by 
everybody. Hitherto housing grants have 
been available only to public utility 
societies and to private individuals who 
have built houses for their personal use; 
but now the scheme has been changed so as 
to allow speculative builders to participate 
in its benefits.. The grants are quite con- 
siderable, In the case of public utility 
societies they range from £60 to £100 per 
house, and in the case of private in- 
dividuals from £45 to £75. At the meet- 
ing of the Commissioners, last Saturday, 
Dr. Dwyer explained that private building 
enterprise was being retarded by the fact 
that no grants were available for houses 
that were being built to be sold or let. 
In point of fact, building activities in 
Dublin, so iar as speculative work is con- 
cerned; are almost at a stand-still. The 
new system of grants ought to produce 
immediate results; and we hope sincerely 
that Labour will do its share to encourage 
private builders to lose no time. Dublin 
needs houses urgently. The work that has 
been ,done during the last few years has 
only touched the fringe of the vast 
problem, and many thousands of new 
houses must be built before the menace of 
the slums can be tackled with any hope of 
success. The City Commissioners have 
shown vision and enterprise in the steps 
which they have taken ; it is now the duty 
of Capital and Labour, working together, 
to complete the task. The opportunities 
for building are almost unlimited. There 
is no lack of sites, and the demand is in- 
satiable. If the building trade and the 
workers’ unions could come to an agree- 
ment concerning costs, the rest would be 
comparatively easy.

DRAMA LEAGUE AT 


ABBEY THEATRE. 


The Dublin Drama League describes itself 
as the only theatrical organisation that 
attempts to keep the capital in touch with 
the contemporary drama of the world. The 
League opened its season at’ the Abbey 
Theatre last night with a very great 
play, indeed, “The Dance of Death,” by 
August Strindberg. Its reception by a full 
theatre was a complete justification of the 
existence of the League. Incidentally, the pro- 
duction resulted in the discovery of an 

tress of real dramatic gifts in the person 

Miss Maeve McMgrrough. 

In comngon with Strindberg’s other 
dramatic writings, “‘The Dance of Death ' 
is a “mad ” flay; but it reaches the people 
of the audience, who must follow its working 
out, if the word can. be used in connection 
with ‘ dramatic presentation of the kind. 
Only Part I. is sé by the League, but | 
while that is complete in itself, those who 
were present last night, and those who will 
be there again to-night, must desire strongly 
to see the second part. 

The play concerns the lives of a man and a 
woman who have been married for twenty- 
five years, each living with an unreasoning 
hatred of the other. dgar (Paul Ruttledge) | 
is a captain of coast artillery, whose loveless | 
home is on a fort on an island. To Alice, his | 
wife (Miss McMurrough), he is a demon of | 
cruelty, tyrannical, and full of self-conceit. | 
During three scenes they live through their | 
life of misery, and then in the fourth there 
is a change. This last scene is not at all | 
convincing, but perhaps the second part of | 
the play may make that right. 
. Whether roused to vengeful rage and hate 
or writhing under the humiliations inflicted 
on her, or shrinking in physical terror, Miss 
McMurrough's acting was perfect. She carries 
more than half the burden of an exacting 
production, and not once was she weak. 

The part that fell to Mr. Paul Ruttledge 
was not so straight a dramatic creation In 
the accepted sense; but he made a real man 
out of a character so complex, so inexplicable, 
that he shares with Miss McMurrough the 
success of the production. Mr. Barry Fitz- | 
gerald, in Curt, the master of quarantine, 
was the only other performer in the play 
with anything to-do. The part is not at all 
like any of his usual Abbey presentations, 
but it was very well played.

MISS CAVE’S EXPERIENCE

A VIVID NARRATIVE. 


From “ Tus Tues’ Corresponpent. 
BEIRUT, Sunday. 
Miss Cave, the directress of the British 


Syrian Mission at Hasbeiya, the only English- 
woman who has been within the Druse lines, 
has arrived here. Early yesterday the British 
Consul received a message from the French 
stating that a telephone message had been 
received from Merj Ayun, asking for a car to 
fetch some ladies; but it was not clear who 
the ladies were. A car immediately left, and 
returned last evening with Miss Cave and 
one of her servants and the servant's 
daughter. 


Miss Cave has for many years lived in the 


region, and is well known and respected by 
all communities. She declined to leave 
Hasbeiya on the outbreak of the troubles, as 
she felt that she could comfort the women 
and children, and her expectations were 
realised. She gives an interesting account of 
events at Hasbeiya. 


On November 6, she says, a few . rebels 


appeared to the north, with a message that 
the main body would arrive three days later, 
and they promised that they would not harm 
the town, provided that the garrison of 20 
Senegalese left and the townsfolk made no 
resistance. The chiefs of each section in 
Hasbeiya, although mainly peopled by Druses— 
there is an important Garistian community— 
went out to persuade the rebels to desist, but 
were unsuccessful. 


IN RAGS AND TATTERS. 
The Senegalese withdrew, and the rebels, 


who were partly from the Jebel, but mainly 
from Hauranis, arrived on the third day. 
They were in rags and tatters, and traversed 
the town, chanting war cries and shooting in 
the air, which increased the fear of the in- 
habitants. They cut the telephone, destroyed 
the Government archives, and made straight 
for the Christian houses, where “ms á in- | 
stalled themselves. They compelle

| already gone. Almost as soon as the news 
of the relief of Rashaya reached them, some 
seventy wounded Hasbeiya Druses arrived. 
The bulk of the rebels at Rashaya withdrew, 
and lit fires on top of. Mount Hermon, the 
usual signal for help, and reinforcements 
came from Jebel. 


On Nevember 22nd an emissary came from 


the Lebanon to Hasbeiya with an ultimatum 
from the French to surrender in twenty-four 
hours. Rebel Hasbeiyan Druses met, shout- 
ing “Ham, ham, dam, dam ”—(trouble, 
trouble, blood. blood)—and declared that they 
would resist to the last, and sent cartridge

THE EVILS OF 
[IMPROPER DANCING. 


THE HIERARCHY’S 
VIEWS. 


——— 


At the direction of the Roman Catholic 
Archbishops and Bishops of Ireland a state- 
ment on the evils of dancing was read yester- 
day, the first Sunday of the Ecclesiastical 
Year, in all the churches in the country. 

The Bishops declare that dancing halls, 


““more especially in the general uncontrol of | 


recent years, have deplorably ravated the 
ruin of virtue, due to eddlenie or weak- 
ness.”"’ Action had to be taken while the 
character of the people as a whole was still 
sound, to stop the dangerous laxity that had 
been creeping into town and country. 

‘Given a few frivolous young people in a 
locality and a few careless parents, and the 
agents of the wicked one will come there to 
do the rest, once a dance is announced with- 
out bus control. They may lower the 
moral tone of the whole countryside. 

‘To say nothing of the special danger of 
drink, imported dances of an evil kind, the 
surroundings of the dancing hall, withdrawal 
from the hall for intervals, and the dark 
ways home have been the destruction of 
virtue In every part of Ireland. The dancing 
of dubious dances on Sunday, more particu- 
larly by persong dazed with drink, amounts 
to woeful desecration of the Lord’s Day 
wherever it takes place.’’ 

Against such abuses duty to God and love 
of their people compelled the bishops to 
speak out; and what they had to say each 
for his own diocese, was that. they altogether 
condemned the dangerous occasions, the 
snares, the un-Christian practices to which 
they had referred.

IRISH DANCES. 

Speaking of Irish dances, the Bishops say : 
“It is no small commendation of Irish 
dances that they cannot be danced for long 
hours. That, however, is not their chiet 
merit, and, while it is no part. of our business 
sto condemn any decent dance, Irish dances 
are not to be put out of the place in any 
educational establishment under our care. 
They may not be the fashion in London or 
Paris.- They should be the fashion in Ire- 
land. Irish dances do not make degenerates.”’ 

The statement concludes : '' We well know 
how so many of our people have of late been 
awaiting such a declaration as we now issue. 
Until otherwise arranged it is to be read at 
the principal Mass on the first Sunday of 
each Quarter of the Ecclesiastical Year. The 
priests Will confer with responsible 
parishioners as regards the means by which it 
will be fully carried into effect. '

KILLED ON THE RAILWAY AT 
; GREYSTONES. : 


We regret to announce that Mr. Theodore 
Cronhelm, a well-known Dublin solicitor. was 
found dead on the railway line near Grey- 


stones on Saturday last. 


The discovery was made by the driver of a 
ballast train, M. O'Neill, at about one o'clock 
in the afternoon. Looking out from his engine, 
he noticed an object on the line. He stopped 
the train, and, going forward, found a 
mutilated body lying in the track. The head 
and legs had been alrhost severed from the 
trunk. Apparently the body had been 
dragged for a distance of nearly forty yards. 

It appears that Mr. Cronhelm, who was 
sixty-five years of age, and was living with a 
married daughter, Mrs. Frazer, at The 
Tunnel, Greystones, was not in the habit of 
going to Dublin on Saturdays. It was his 
custom to spend the morning playing golf, 
but, as last Saturday was not a pleasant day 
for golf, he told Mrs. Frazer that he would 
take the dog out for a run. He left with his 
dog at about 11.30 a.m. for a walk along the 
beach, close to which the railway runs.

PROFESSOR’S HOPE FOR THE 
FUTURE. 

At the annual distribution of prizes at the 
Waterford Technical Institute, Professor . J: 
Busteed, University College, Cork, delivered 
& lecture on the economic position of the 
Free State. The Mayor presided, and the 
attendance included the Bishop of Waterford 
and Lismore, Dr. Hackett. ' 

Professor Busteed said that he regretted 
that there was no measure of national wealth 
or income; still less had. they an idea of how 
the wealth was distributed over the popula- 
tion. They never had a census of production 
for the Free State nor a measure of char 
in the standard of living as distinguished 
from the cost of living, nor an adequate 
measurement of housing conditions, of labour 
or of employment. The only. part of pro- 
duction of which they had any satisfactory 
measurement was export—approximately 45 
millions .per year, but much less than. the 
pre-war standard. However, in butter and 
eggs the markets were going to be much 
better, and in the cattle trade the search. 
light of discontent was revealing many weak- 
nesses; but a-closer study of the. require- 
ments of the markets, particularly of the’ 
English market, would. inevitably, if’ slowly, 
re-establish our position. - 

Dealing with the finance of the couniry, 
he said that the stability of Ireland's banks 
was i guestion.. There had not been 
a breakdown in any bank: during the past 
ten years of stress and turmoil. If. the 
national foundations had rocked the first 
buildings to tumble would be the banks.. If 
things ‘were’ bad with us, so were they in 

countries, and they. might be much 
worse here. re was an indication that 
things would be better. | 

The Bishop said that. Professor Bustecd’s 
lecture’ filled him. with ‘high hopes. for 


the future of the country. There were ‘many 
difficulties, however, which they must uzite 
to face and to overcome.

TEMPERANCE REFORM. 
WORK OF THE PIONEER 
SOCIETY. 


The Rev. Frank Gleeson, C.C., Bray, pre 
sided yesterday at the twenty-seventh annual 
meeting of the Pieneer Total Abstinence Asso 
ciation (Dublin and District Centres), held in 
the Theatre Royal. 

The Rev. Thomas Murphy, 8.J., in a 
statement showing the progress of the associa 
tion, said that the past year had been one of 
the best in its history. uring the past year 
they had affiliated 63 new centres. Added to 
the 54 affiliations during the previous twelve 
months this made 117 new centres in two 
years. Some old centres that had fallen away 
had come back and were doing giant wor 
The 63 new centres had already enrolled close

Mem- 
bers must faithfully observe their three essen- 
tial rules. The Councils must, on their part, 
rigidly adhere to the methods of organisation. 
For 50 years Father Cullen had toiled and 
slaved at temperance work, and the plan thae 
he evolved had sttod the test of 27 years’ 
working. 

The Chairman then presented to the Inch 
core Centre the, shield won at the Pioneeí 
sports. 
The Rev. J. C. O’Flynn, C.C., Cork, saif 
that many nations, jealous of their . goo¢ 
name, had reformed in the matter of drunk 
enness. In Denmark in the seventeenth cen- 
tury the King, the Court and the Government 
were drunkards. Now Denmark was a model 
nation with a zeal for science and a knowledge 
of things. That change was brought about 
by a study of history and a culture which was 
national. 

When Father Mathew, with wonderful zeal, 
set to work to reform the people in Ireland 
the drink question would have been solved but 
for the famine which fell on the country like 
night.
